The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  surr.iary  data  of  an  historical  ne.ture  and 
for  ciu-rent  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lovra  and  the 
United  States* 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,   and  county,  State  and 
goverrj-Aohtal  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovri.ng  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tim.0,.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  sone  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  tliat  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  dociAm.ents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  ITork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econorrdcs 
and  Statistics  projects.     This     is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Yfork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  26  and  28. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  ta^x  officials  vrho 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  lovfa  lavrs.  With- 
out these  data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
Yj-ould  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Taylor  County  was  established  in  1847  and  nejned  for  Zachary  Taylor,  a 

General  in  the  Mexican  War  and  the  t-^Telfth  President  of  the  United  States,  l/ 

Orrojaization  of  the  county  was  completed  in  1851  and  a  year  later  a  site  v/as 
chosen  for  the  county-seat  and  neiaed  Bedford.  2/ 

Jonah  ?.eed  and  his  fajnily  v:ere  the  first  white  people  who  settled  in 
the  county,     They  took  a  claim  near  the  Page  County  line  in  1844*     Ilore  set- 
tlors caiao  in  1846  and  others  soon  followed,     llost  of  the  settlers  lived  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  county  in  the  disputed  territory^    Actually,  they 
supposed  they  were  in  liissouri  eoid  i:ere  pro-slavery^   although  thejr  were  too 
poor  to  o\m  cxij  slaves  themselves,  s/ 

The  Burlington  and  liissouri  brrxich  of  the  Chicago,  Bur]  ington  and  Quincy 
Railroad  was  built  from  Creston,  Union  County,  to  the  liissouri  State  line. 
It  passed  through  Taylor  County  and  was  completed  January  12,  1872 «  4-/ 

Area 

Taylor  County  has  an  area  of  5o4  square  miles^  or  341,760  acres.  5/  Of 

t?xis  number,  338,404  acres  are  farm  land.   6/    There  are  17  tov/nships  in  the 

county  and  it  ranks  forty-third  in  point  oT  size  in  the  State. 

Climate 

The  overage  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  50.1  degrees^  7/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  32  years  (1898-1930)  was  32.  72  inches,  ejad~the 
growing  season  averaged  157  days  be-biTocn  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  3 
and  October  7,  recorded  from  1907  to  1930.  8/ 

Population 

The  population  grov/th  reached  a  peak  in  1900  and  since  that  time  a 
steady  decline  has  been  apparent.     It  has  a  density  of  28  persons  per  square 
mile,   as  com.pared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1909,  the  record  year  for  o.pples,  112^585  trees  and  269^107  bushels 
were  reported.     In  1934  there  were  only  11,137  trees  and  3,589  bushels.  The 
greatest  nuiiher  of  peach  trees,  41,  747,  was  recorded  in  1909,  hut  the  greatest 
production,  4,963  bushels,  was  listed  in  1934,     There  y/ere  12,953  plujn  trees 
in  1909  and  5,096  bushels  in  1894.     These  were  the  years  of  greatest  nuiibers 
and  greatest  production,  respectively.     The  greatest  number  of  cherry  trees, 
8,755,  was  listed  in  1909,  bu.t  the  greatest  production,  3,175  bushels,  \:o.s 
recorded  in  1894,     The  record  year  for  gro.pes  was  1884,  when  38,109  vines  and 
227,028  poiinds  were  reported,  16/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  ojid  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
Y/hi'ch  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  3/ield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shovm  as  husked.  This  assuj-.ies  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  Y\rere  made  by  the  State  assessors'   office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  irould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  i/hich  w-ould  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield*     This  separate  yield  esti-iation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  -Jas  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toTmshipso     The  toimship  yields 
for  these  VvTO  years,  then,   are  s  omowhat "  hi  gh  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and' bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm  by 
tOT/nship  with  this  yield,   and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoivn 
to  get  total  production  v^ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  coi.mty  su:;mnary 
table  figures  for  com  yield  in  1934  ojid  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  end  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shoTm  there  to  o.rrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tov/nship  productions  may  be  deriA'"ed  from  the 
yield  end  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assi^med' 
to  oe  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  pnd  township  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1956,
